Personal Exemptions Are. $600; Added 
"Sums Allowed for Blind, the Elderly 


_ Editor’s note: This is the sec-~ 
ond in a eeries of articles prepared 

by the ccilector. of. internal rev- 

enue, James G. Smyth of the First 

California district, outlining rules 

and regulations governing the 

preparation and filing of 1950 in- 

dividual federal income tax re- 

turns... 
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. Personal exemptions for income 
tax purposes are $600. If you have 
attained the age cf 65 by Dec. 31, or 
at the close of your taxable year, 
and additional $600 exemption will 
be allowed on account of age. If 
you are blind at the end of your tax- 


able year, an additional $600°exemp- 


tion may be claimed. 


Thus, a person over 65 and blind 
would be entitled to claim a total 
exemption of $1,800. This would in- 
clude the normal exemption ($600), 
an exemption for age ($600), and an 
exemption for blindness ($600). 


If the spouse dies during the 
year, and is either 65 or blind at 
the time of death, the exemption 
is allowable. However, if the 
spouse dies before reaching the 
age of 65, only one exemption is 
allowed, even though had _ the 
spouse lived until the end of the 
year, he or she would have attain- 
ed the age of 65. 


Only one $600 exemption is al- 
lowed for each closely related per- 
son, dependent upon you for sup- 
port. For income tax purposes, de- 
pendency means that you provide 
more than half of the dependent’s 
support during the taxable year. 
However, anyone who has a gross 
income of $500 or more during the 
taxable year, cannot be claimed as 
a dependent. 

The dependent must be a relative 
in one of the following degrees in 
order for you to obtain an exemp- 
tion with respect to him: 

Your child, or the chilc’s descend- 
ent (a legally adopted child is con- 
sidered. as a child by blood); 

Your stepchild, but nct the step- 
child’s descendent; 

Your brother or sister, half 
brother or half sister, stepbrother 
or stepsister ; 

Your parent, grandparent, or 
other direct ancestor; 

Your stepfather or stepmother; 

Your uncle, aunt, nephew, or 
niece, but not their husbands or 
wives. Cousins are not recognized 
as dependents. 

Your father-in-law, 
law, brother-in-law, sister-in-law, 
son-in-law, or daughter-in-law. 

The above relationship of affin- 
ity once existing will not be termin- 
ated, for income tax purposes, by 
divorce or by the death of a 
spouse. This means, for instance, 
that the taxpayer m2y continue to 
claim an exemption for supporting 
his mother-in-law even ‘though 
death or divorce dissclves his mar- 
riage. 

Many persons receive income 
from dividends. No matter how 
small the amsunt, this income 
should be reported. This year the 
taxpayer must not only list the 
amount of dividends, but the 
name, address, and amount re- 
ceived frem each corporation. 
Space has been provided for the 
listing ef dividends on page two 
of the Form 1040 income tax re- 
turn. If this space is not suffici- 
ent, a rider must be attached. 

Taxpayers need report as income 
only those dividends which repre- 
sent distributions as earnings and 
profits by ccrporations or associa- 
tions Generally, dividends include 
the following: Cash; property, 
(which should be valued at the fair 
market value); stock dividends

Cash or other payment purport- 
ing to be expenses, but which are 
really dividends. These cases occur 
when there has heen excessive 
compensation paid to a stockhold- 
er, or loans to a_ stockholder, 
which are, in effect, a distribution 
of profit. 

When stock is sold and the divi- 
dend is both declared and paid after 
the sale, it is income to the purch- 
aser. The fact that. the purchaser 
may have included the amount of 
the dividend in his purchased price 
in contemplation of the next divi- 
dend does not exempt the purchaser 
from .tax. 

Nor can the purchaser deduct the 
added amount he advanced to the 
seller in anticipation of the divi- 
dend. That added amount is mere- 
ly part of the purchase price of the 
stock. 


Three EPA Youths 
Break Into School 


Three East Palo Alto youths who 
last week broke into Ravenswood 
elementary school have been turned 
over to juvenile authorities, the San 
Mateo ccunty sheriff’s office report- 
ed.

A NEW CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


Before the month is out, business people of Menlo Park 
probably will have decided whether the city is to have a re- 
vived chamber of commerce to carry on and expand chamber- 
type functions performed in recent months by the Town Club. 


Club members voted unanimously at a recent meeting to 
reorganize as a chamber and handed over to a committee 
the admittedly not-too-easy job of outlining exactly how the 
reviving is to be done, including study of a proposed budget 
modeled on chamber activity in other cities of the Peninsula. 

The history of Menlo Park chambers of commerce has 
not been a bright one. That fgct does not preclude success- 
ful reorganization and operation of such a valuable agency. 
Menlo Park is growing, it is progressive, it is constantly at- 
tracting new enterprises. and certainly confidence in the city’s 
future is being shown. 

Hard work and an unflagging conviction that Menlo Park 
is to become ever more important in the economic picture can 
make a chamber successful. The Town Club itself has dem- 
onstrated how interest can be raised in a community under- 
taking. Its sponsorship of the downtown Christmas lighting 
and decorations brought cash contributions from nearly 200 
firms and business people. 

The RECORDER has been serving as an unofficial infor- 
mation bureau in the absence of a regular chamber of com- 
merce office. Not a day passes without receipt of queries by 
telephone, by mail or in person for information on Menlo Park. 


A coordinated effort to make Menlo Park an even better 
city and a central clearing house for information are two 
things that can become a reality under a chamber of com- 
merce. The Town Club deserves full support in its under- 
taking. 


THE PUBLISHERS’ CONVENTION 


The annual convention of the California Newspaper Pub- 
tishers’ association opens today in Sacramento and’ continues 
to Monday. Not since the CNPA convention of January, 1942 
have the publishers of this state been faced with the profes- 
sional problems that now confront them with. another switch- 
over to wartime economy. > : 

Like heads of other businesses and industries, they have 
found the war effort to,be Na. 1 in all planning, be it for to- 
morrow, next month or next year. : 

Scarcity of newsprint, rising production costs and the pros- 
pect of labor shortages are some of the problems confronting 
all newspapers. It. is through such gatherings as that of the. 
CNPA that the publishers of your newspapers find aid in over-’ 
coming production difficulties, and profit by expert advice 
and by the experience of their fellow newspaper executives. 

So long as you hear the thud of your newspaper on your 
front porch or find it in your mailbox, you are getting proof 
that your publisher is licking his current problems and at work 
on those of tomorrow.

Your City’s Business 
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Councilman Ford — 
Discusses 
Recreation Work 


Editor’s note: Mayor Charles P. 
Burgess is busy working on the 
city’s annual report. Councilman 
George S. Ford “carries the ball” 
for the mayor’s column this week. 


Mayor Burgess has asked me to 
pinch-hit for him on “Your City’s 
Business” and I thought it an op- 
portune time to bring you up to date 
on your recreation commission. 


Ordinance No. 173 of July 30, 1948, 
established the recreation commis- 
sion to consist of nine members ap- 
pointed by the mayor and subject 
to approval by the council. Two of 
these members must be the city 
manager and the recreation director. 

The present commission has in 
addition to these two, five male 
members and two female. 


The commission controls all rec- 
reation facilities and equipment 
and makes reculations for use of 
these properties. Its broader func- 
tion is to promote public interest 
in a recreation program embrac- 
ing the youngster, the teenager, 
and the adult of both sexes. 


By necessity it operates a two- 
plan program. The winter schedule 
must be indoors and centers around 
the Little Theater, the gym and the 
clubrooms, all at Burgess park, and 
the elementary schools. The theater 
is used fer plays by the Theater 
Guild, civil defense meetings, mo- 
tion picture groups and church 
meetings. 


The gym has national guard ac- 
tivities, basketball, boxing, weight- 
lifting, wrestling, handball, women’s 
dance classes and folk dancing. The 
clubrooms are used by many organ- 
izations. To mention two: The Cam- 
ino Camera club and American Le- 
gion. School recréation - has craft 
classes, children’s dance classes, vol- 
ley ball and girl’s batball. 


During the month of December 
over 3,000 participated im'' these 
activities and when we consider 
the busy Christmas season this 
reveals a great interest by young 
and adult groups alike. 


The’ activities listed above are 
‘carried over into the summer pro- 


eram in addition to the’ baseball | 


and softball leagues, tennis, swim- 
‘ming,-campfire parties and picnics.
